The reservoir, de- 
scribed as rivaling the Panama 
Canal as an engineering achieve- 
ment, is virtually empty. There 
has been no lack of rain, how- 
ever, and feed streams are. flush 
from bank to bank. 

Esopus Creek, the main source 
of supply, has been found to di- 
minish its flow shortly after en- 
tering the great basin, only to rise 
a few miles below the dam to full 
power. It is said to be delivering 
only 200,000,000 gallons daily of 
the 450,000,000 gallons needed for 
New York. Of the 130,000,000,000 
gallons the reservoir is designed to 
hold less than 16,000,000,000 re- 
main.

More than 20 years ago Loewe 
attracted nation-wide attention by 
the fight he carried on single- 
handed against the unions of Dan- 
bury when he refused to unionize 
his shop. In retaliation the unions 
advertised Loewe as a foe of or- 
ganized labor and boycotted his 
goods. ‘ 

Loewe fought back. Even then 
past the prime of life, he sued the 
Hatters’ Union and the American 
Federation of Labor for triple dam- 
ages and got a judgment for $240.- 
000. As the result of this sult, 
which was sustained in the high2at’ 
courts, Loewe an attachments 
against the home 
counts of his former employes. The 
principle involved, was the same 
which led the Interborough to 
bring suit against the _ striking 
workers at the close of the recent 
subway strike. 

Loewe was much criticised, but 
persisted in his method of retri')u- 
tion which ended with the taking 
up of collections from all classes of 
unions in the United States by the 
American Federation of Labor.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 126.—The 


right of the President of the United 
States to remove postmasters and 
other executive appointees from of- 
tle without the consent of the Sen- 
ate was upheld today by the Su- 
preme Court in the case of F. 8. 
Myers of Portland, Ore. 

In an opinion by Chief Justice 


Taft, the Court held that Federal 
statutea, which have been regarded 
as witiyholding that power from the 
Président, are void: 


The case, involving removal by 


master at Portland was that on 
which the legislative and executive 
branches of'the Government tested 
their constitutional right before the 
highest court. 

So important was the question 
that the Court designated Senator 
Pepper .of Pennsylvania, a former 
president of the American Bar As- 
sociation, to represent Congress in 
argument of the case, 


had exceede4 its 
power when, tn the act authorizing 
presidential appointment of first, 
second and third class postmasters 
“with the consent of the Senate” it 
declared also t such postmasters 
could only be removed with the as- 
sent of the Senate. 

Answering this question, the 
Court declared that Congress had 
no constitutional authority to ree 
strict the President in the removal 
of officials from offices it created, 
but that the chief executive, 
haorged with the administratien’ of 
the Government's business must 
be free to act dn his ows Giscre- 
tion. 

Taking up specifically that seo- 
tion of the law which makes the 
term of postmasters feur years, the 
Court held that the President could 
remove them during that period 
for the good of the service. | 

The Court added that in case of 
a removal from office, it was not 
necessary for the President prompt- 
ly to submit to the Senate the name 
of a successor, and that he could 
hold the office vacant indefinitely. 

It held, however, that Congress 
could control the removal of minor 
officials net appointed by the 
President. 

Three Justices Dissent. 

Justices Holmes, Brandeis and 
McReynolds dissented. Justice Mc- 
Reynolds read a dissenting opin'on 
in which he descri the findings 
of the majority revolutionary. 
Under it, he said, the President 
would have authority to remove 
members of all commissions, ai- 
though {ft had been supposed they 


‘could be removed only for malts- 


sance in office’ He argued that 
the right of presidential removal 
thus established would extend even 
to the Comptroller-General, about 
whose tenure of office Congres 
had sought to throw every safe- 
guard. 


The fthajority opinion, rea4 by 
Chief Justice Taft, contained an cx- 
haustive historical account of the 
relationship between Congress and 
the President, tncluding the cir- 
cumstances of the passage of the

ANNEXATION AND LOCAL’ GOVERNMENT. 


Judge Rosenfeld, chairman of the committee in | 


charge of the annexation campaign, has admirably | 
answered the objection that annexation would de | 


stroy local government. 

As a member of the Board of Freeholders which 
drafted the St. Louis Charter, Judge Rosenfeld is) 
quite familiar with the provision which contemplates | 
a borough system by which any community desiring | 
to govern itself may do so with the consent of the | 
Board of Aldermen. He says: 


Under the City Charter, if consolidation is suc 
cessful, a borough system for any of the present 
incorporated towns, Webster Groves, Kirkwood, 
Ferguson, any of them, may be authorized upon 
request of, those towns. A borough system, in 
practice meaning lo¢al handling of a'town's local | 
improvements, as practiced and defined in New | 
York, Pennsylvania and elsewhere, can be had for 
the asking. 

Under section 33 of the Charter the city is | 
fully authorized to grant the borgugh system to 
any established community certer, such as towns 
mentioned. It would do so. I call to mind the 
instance of the Cabanne improvement grotip with- 
in the present city, who were authorized to im- 
prove part of Cabanne avenue, to maintain and 
keep it in repair, and this group carried on the 
work. This imstance is but illustrative. 

The existing incorporated towns are now tax- 
ing themselves for local improvements, and if 
they desire to carry on and further desire to con- 
tral the conduct of their people in relation to 
local subjects, there is no reason why the author- 
ity would not be granted.. This phase of the sit- 
uation has not been considered at all. In fact, 
the Charter provision has been overlooked by 
the antagonists of the consolidation plan. The 
fact that a consolidation will bring into the city 
new conditions and problems of established towns 
with their customs and needs, and those of farm 
districts, will occasion a provision for certain 
loca] autonomy.
